THE NORTH-WEST GALLERY. 



The Northwest Gallery contains a number of interesting works. 
" Under the Comstack " (584), by Walter Shirlaw, is effective and artistic 
in technique, as are all his pictures. "A Bohemian" (587), by D. M. 
Bunker, and "A Summer Landscape" (586), by R. W. Van Boskerck, 
also hang in this panel. 

On the west wall are Benoni Irwin's Door leading from the Church to 
the Cemetery, old Santaa Barbara Mission, California (S90), J. F. Crop- 
s< y's' brilUant October in the Ramapo Valliy, N. K (593), "Afternoon 
Tea" (602)— a child and doll at a miniature table — a highly colored 
painting by William H. Lippincott, " A Summer Morning" (605)— cattle 
and landscape — by Carleton Wiggins, and Lorw Tide, Coast of Cornwall 
(608), an interesting small picture, by Arthur Quartley. 

On the North wall, in the centre, is " The liilet " (622), by Walter L. 
Palmer, above which is George Wharton Edwards' large picture, "Night- 
fall on the Brooklyn Bridge " (621).— The sky has recently cleared after a 
rain, for there is mist in the air, though the sky is rosy from the reflected 
sunset. The footpath of the bridge is wet and reflects the colors of the sky 
and of the costumes of the people coming over and going across. The 
electric lights are burning like glaring white balls in the early twilight, and 
beyond, the lights are seen in the City Hall and Tribune towers, and m 
many of the ta ler structures which are seen above the bridge, projecting 
out of the steam which rises from the river and the various lower buildings 
of the quarter. Neai- this is John Kavanagh's effective study, "Pov- 
erty " {620), and on the lower line is a realistic picture of Roses (617) in 
a bronze vase, by Miss Patty Thum, near which is " The Favorite Branch" 
—by J. Decker— laden with pears. Percival De Luce's " The Forbidden 
Book " (627),'shows a young woman in a library, with the interdicted 
book in her hand, looking up in sudden alarm. Edward Gay's Oyster 
Beds,'Pelkam-Say{6ya),].U.Tr3.cy's, " Sheep " (633), and a "Veiled 
Head " (631), by Hamilton Hamilton, also hang on this wall. 
On the East wall are Henry A. Ferguson's " Mosque of Mohammed Ali 
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and Citadel, Cairo (639), William Gedney Bunce's "Venetian Night" 
(641), a study of "Water Lilies," crisp and fresh (643), by Mrs. Julia 
Dillon; "Lake Otsego, Cooperstown, N.Y." (652), by Frank Waller; "A 
Village Toll Gate " (645), by Thomas B. Craig; " He loves me " (647)— 
a young girl, in twilight, picking apart a field-daisy — by J. Wells Champ- 
ney, and The Delaware River from Sunset NM, Dingmaii's Ferry, 
Pa. {648), by T. Addison Richards. 

On the south wall are "Salt Marshes" (661), by Edward Gay, and 
The White Wall of Venice (660), by Rhoda Holmes Nicholls. Over 
the door to the west Gallery, the last number in the catalogue hangs, 
" Low Tide, Magnolia Beach, Cape Ann, Mass." (665), F. F. De Craiio.
